Hather it was believed that the 
choice of oountermeesures should be made from among those of the desired 
severity, with as much relation in kind as possible, 

b » Allied Co operation and Coordination . 
It would be most desirafele to secure advance Allied a greement In prin- 
ciple to joint application of the more useful, of the counteraeasures "listed 
and to lay the necessary groundwork for immediate application, in event 
of need, of those countermeasures on which agreement had been reached, 

c » Economic countermeasures . * / "x"~&- 
Economic countermeasures were viewed .aeWdbectly r«aated'to poss'llSe 
Soviet or GDR harassment measures udttri not listed* Should edonomic 
contermeasures, however, be found desirable, there would be a relatively
